TALKS WITH CZECHS 


EVIDENCE, AWEVER, THAT 


GERMAN 
PATIENCE IS 


NEAR EXHAUSTION '

Adolf Hitler ordered Su- 


deten German leaders today 
to renew negotiations with 
the Czechoslovakia govern- 
ment after a break in the 
autonomy talks had given 
Europe 
its sharpest war 


scare in weeks of tension. 


Hitler, 
self-styled 
protector of 


trie Sudeten Germans, had order- 
ed the negotiations suspended yes- 
trday. His chang of mind, It was 
said, was bcause of his desire to 
convince the world he was leaving 
nothing undone to find a peaceful 
solution of the crisis. 


There 
was 
evidence, however, 
that German patience both with 
the Czechoslovaks and with Brit- 
ish peace-making efforts was near 
Us end. 


Alarm, apparently, became more 


intensified in London and Paris.

Romantic Story of the Moral Shrinkage of a 


Physical Giant—King Saul, First of Israel's 
Royal Line, Illustrates the Deterioration of 
Spiritual Fibre which Sometimes Attends 
High Position.

Monkey-minds, imitative rather 
than oriRln.il, have always been 
a characteristic of humanity. Aa 
we consider today the plight ot 
old Israel, because It followed the 
prevailing kinp fashion

fronting contemporary conditions 
that nro startlingly similar. "Kv- 
erybody's doing; it" — which Is the 
national anthem of hell— became 
the

Jewry. Other nations had kings;

culiar, with their theocratic de- 
mocracy? 


Just co are voices being raised 
today In tho democratic nations: 
"Let us have Fascism— or Com- 
munism — and give up this cum-

tied up with old-fashlonod relig- 
ion and 
morality." 
Tho 
same 
state of mind which causes wom- 
en to paint their finger nails, 
and pluck their eyebrows, 
and 
put mascara on tnelr eyelashes, 
and wear their hair in the latest 
movie mode, and starve them- 
selves into ungraceful 
sllmness; 
and a kindred slavery to Mrs. 
•Grundy on the part of 
young 
•men; 
is 
identically 
the 
spirit 
.that is crying aloud for the total- 
itarian state and for the extinc- 
'tlon of democracy. It Is silly to 
-throw stones of criticism at the 
.ancient Israelites, while cherish- 
ing the same desires ourselves. 


First of all democracies was 


-the 
Jewish theocratic 
state. It 
had no king except God; and 
under Him, the 
people 
ruled 
themselves. "In those days there 
'was no king in Israel: 
every 
man did that which was right in 
hig 
own 
eyes." 
God-rule was 
•the basis of self-rule. In obedi- 
ence to the Law given on Sinai, 
•the 
people 
maintained, 
with 
verylng fidelity, a self-disciplined 
•brotherhood. And all the 
world 
•knew the Jews as God's peculiar 
and chosen people.

"Long Live The King" 


Nevertheless, 
the 
time came, 
.after four hundred years ot life 
under the judges, when the peo- 
ple wanted to be like other na- 
tions. They would rather be fash- 
ionable than faithful. 
With su- 
perficial minds whiqh overlooked 
.the4 power of originality and in- 
dividually, 
they 
clamored 
for 
'king-rule, like their neighbors. 
Wise old Samuel warned them 
of what a king would 
mean. 
.Kipling's poem, r'The Old Issue," 
echoes the prophet's words: 


•"Step by step, and word byword: 
who is ruled may read. 


^Suffer not the old kings— for we 
know the breed — 
All the right they promise— all 
the wrong they bring. 
'Stewards of the Judgment, suf- 
. fer not this king!" 
; Cod often grants us the sec- 
.ond best, when we are unwilling 
to accept His best. So Jehovah 
'revealed to Samuel that the peo- 
^ple were 
not 
rejecting 
their 
judge, but their God; neverthe- 
less, Ho would give • them 
a 
king, and He indicated Saul. 
. That young man, taller than 
'any of his countrymen by ahead, 
had . gone oft to search for his 
'fathers strayed asses— and found 
a crown. For when he went to 
'the seer Samuel to Inquire about 
.his livestock, he was 
told the 
'great news that he was chosen 
to be the new ruler; and the 
prophet annolnted 
him. When 
the people were shown the can- 
didate for royal rule, they rent

the king!"

A first les- 
son to be drilled into the minds 
of youth is embodied 
in 
the 
Scriptural word: 
"Not 16 think 
of himself more highly than he 
ought to think." The truly great 
are made humble by responsibil- 
ity; the second-rate swell up to 
the 
proportions of the 
French 
king who cried, "I am the state." 
; Saul 
slumped 
into 
egotism 
.when invested with the kingship. 
(Every 
widely-experienced news- 
paper man can tell tales of mod- 
ern 
Sauls— little men 
In 
big 
places, Indeed, one of the teach- 
ings of experience is the small- 
jess of many "great" men, and 
Jhe essential greatness of many 
common people.

AUSTIN, Sept. 8— (Spl.)— Th a 


Interscholastlc League of the Uni- 
versity of Texas will announce In 
the 1938-29 constitution and rules 
several changes In eligibility rules, 
It was stated by R. J. Kidd, direct- 
or of athletics of the league. 


"Beginning with the 1940 season 


the league will abolish the eight- 
semester rule and the four_Jrcar 
participation rule and substitute an 
eighteen-year age rule," Kldd Bald. 
"In announcing this change the 
league has In mind two purposes. 
First, to permit the participation 
erlod to correspond with the age 
irovlslon of the State Department 
if Education, and second, to equal- 
za competition between the 11 and 
2-year high schools," he continued. 
"In 1932, when the Texas high 
schools adopted the eight-semester 
ule, practically all the high schools 
were 11-year systems. Prior to the 
adoption of the eight-semester rule 
a contestant wag allowed ten se- 
mesters in high school before he 
>ecame Ineligible. 
Result of Referendum 


"Soon after the adoption of tho 
light-semester rule a 12-year high 
ichool In the state called upon the 
itato office for an Interpretation of 
he rule. The league o"lclals rtiled 
hat In 11-year schools, a. school 
hall start counting semesters in the 
eighth grade and In 12-year sys- 
.ems the school shall start conni- 
ng semesters In the ninth grade. 
The 11-grade systems quite gener- 
ally" were of the opinion that the 
nterpretatlon favored the 12-year 
systems and since tho 12-year sys- 
tems were on the Increase?

FORMER TEXAS SENATOR TELLS 
'MYSTERY STORY' OF WHO OWNER 


THE STATE CAPITOL OF TEXAS

AUSTIN, Sept. 
8.—</P>—Former 
State Senator R. E. Cofer of Aus- 
tin ocacslonally Is called upon to 
tell a "mystery story" In which 
he played a leading role. 
The 
story 
might 
bo 
entitled 


"The Mystery of Who Owned the 
Texas Capitol or How tho Texas 
Legislature was Forced 
to Buy 
Its Statehouse All Over Again." 


After half a century of litiga- 


tion, an astounded legislature In 
1925 
tendered the 
rightful own- 


ers $20,000 for a deed whinh gnve 
"To The State of Texas, Its hclra 
and assigns, to have and to hold 
forever" its own state capltol. 


Soon after its founding, the Re- 


publio of Texas brought a con- 
demnation suit for the little hill 
on which now rests the cnpltol. 
Easements were paid claimants - 
but, 
the rightful owner was not 
present. 
Then in 1888 
the 
legislature 


traded 
3,000,000 . ocres of 
West 
Teas land to a Chicago syndicate 
for construction of the 
massive 
granite building. 


Thomas 
Jefferson 
Chambers, 
lawyer and soldier after whom a 
county 
was 
named, had 
been 
granted many thousands of acres 
on the north bank of the Colorado 
river, Including what Is now Aus- 
tin, by the Republic of Mexico In 
lieu of cash as his salary 
as 
judge 
of 
the 
superior Judicial 
district of Coahulla and Texas. 
This, many years later, was 
held a legitimate grant by the 
supreme court of the Tevas re- 
public. 


After 
Chambers 
received the 
grant, Texas began Its war of 
independence. 
Ho went to Ken- 
tucky to enlist volunteers but ar- 
rived too late to participate In 
the Battle of San Jaclnto. 
Four years later 
the 
Texas 


congress decided upon the site 
for Its capltol. 


Apparently no one knew Cham- 
bert was the real owner and he 
was not notllfed of the condemn- 
ation 
proceedings. 
Gofer 
says 


Chambers was in East Texas at 
the time. 


In 
1859, 
however, 
Chambers 


sued Jum Fisk, founder of Flsk- 
vllle, a hamlet near Austin, for 
title to part of his land. 
The 
case went to the supreme court 
wheer Chief Justice O. M. Rob- 


erts decided In Chambers' favor. 
The owner's 
efforts 
to estab- 


lish title to the rest of the land* 
which included the capltol site, 
were interrupted by the war be- 
tween the states from which he 
returned a major general. 
They 
were 
permanently 
dis- 


continued when he was murder- 
ed by land grabbers who had 
usurped his East Texas proper- 
ties. 
The 
killers 
never 
were 


found.

'grounds then lay 
dormant

During that time

Cofer 


succeeded in convincing the law- 
makers a settlement should

It was he who wrote the deed 
that cleared nearly a century of 
mystery.
